THE pain of sciatica is one of 
the most clearly defined and best 
recognized in the whole list of 
aches 
that flesh is heir to. 
In other words, there is no guess­ 
work about it. If you have sciatica 
you are going to k now it by the 
heavy, gnawing sensation 
which 
usually starts in the lower part of 
the back and follows the course of 
the great sciatic nerve down the 
back of the thigh and leg to the foot. 
Pressure Reveals Tenderness 
Pressure reveals that there is 
tenderness, not only over the lower 
part of the back , but also in the 
muscles of the thigh and leg. 
After the condition has continued 
for some time, these muscles may 
grow flabby and become smaller in 
size. There may also be some dis­ 
turbances of the reflexes. The pain 
becomes worse when there 
is any 
movement 
which 
stretches 
the 
nerve. Thus, bending the 
hip with 
the k nee straight is painful, so that 
a patient with sciatica usually aits 
with his k nees slightly 
bent. In 
practically all cases, when the sci­ 
atica starts, there are pain 
and 
stiffness of the lower part of 
the 
spine, and many patients have suf­ 
fered previous attack s of “lumba­ 
go*” 
Cause of Sciatica 
When it comes to the cause of 
sciatica, the picture is not so clear. 
One of the common causes is what 
is k nown as protruded interv erte­ 
bral disk s. The interv ertebral disks 


are pieces of cartilage which 
act 
as cushions between the small bones 
of the spine. When they protrude 
they are out of place. According to 
Dr. Arthur 
S. Bundell 
Bank art 
of England, in about three 
or four 
out of each hundred cases 
of sci­ 
atica, protusion of these disk s is the 
cause. 
____ 
In mak ing a diagnosis of pro­ 
truded disk , an X-ray of the spine is 
of course helpful. When 
the X-ray 
is tak en, a substance k now’n as 
iodized oil may be injected into the 
spinal canal to mak e the protruded 
disk more visible in the X-ray plate. 
Another Cause 
Another common cause of sciat­ 
ica is arthritis of the lower part 
of the spine, that is, inflammation 
of the joints in this area. Dr. Bank - 
art think s that this is the most 
common cause of sciatica, particu­ 
larly of the type which so frequent­ 
ly afflicts middle-aged and elderly 
persons. 
In this condition, also, X-ray ex­ 
amination of the spine is helpful in 
mak ing a diagnosis. In treating sci­ 
atica due to arthritis, rest in bed, 
perhaps the wearing of a cast to 
lesson movement of the joints, heat, 
massage and exercise all are of 
benefit. 
Actual inflammation of the scia­ 
tica nerv e may occur in occasional 
instances due to infection and other 
causes, and of course this will lead 
to the pain of sciatica. As a general 
rule, this is a mild condition and 
clears up with re st

THE pain of sciatica is one of 
the most clearly defined and best 
recognized in the whole list of aches 
that flesh is heir to. 
In other words, there is no guess­ 
work about it Ii you have sciatica 
you are going to know it by the 
heavy, gnawing sensation which 
usually starts in the lower part of 
the back and follows ths course of 
the great sciatic nerve down the 
back of the thigh and leg to ths foot. 
Pressure Reveals Tenderness 
Pressure reveals that there is 
tenderness, not only over the lower 
part of the back, but also in ths 
muscles of the thigh and leg. 
After the condition has continued 
for some time, these muscles may 
grow flabby and become smaller in 
size. There may also be some dis­ 
turbances of the reflexes. The pain 
becomes worse when there kl any 
movement 
which 
stretches 
the 
nerve. Thus, bending the hip with 
the knee straight is painful, so that 
a patient with sciatica usually sits 
with his knees slightly bent. In 
practically nil cases, when the ecl­ 
at ica starts, there are pain and 
stiffness of the lower part of the 
spine, and many patients havs suf­ 
fered previous attacks of “lumba­ 
go." 
Cause of Sciatica 
When it comes to the cause of 
sciatica, ths picture is not so dear. 
One of the common causes is what 
is known as protruded interverte­ 
bral disks. The Intervertebral disks 


are pieces of eaitilage which act 
as cushions between the small bones 
of the spine. When they protrude 
they are out of place. According to 
Dr. Arthur S. Bundell Bankart 
of England, in about three or four 
out of each hundred cases of sci­ 
atica, protusion of these disks is the 
cause. 
_ 
__ 
In making a diagnosis of pro­ 
truded disk, an X-ray of the spine is 
of course helpful. When the X-ray 
it taken, a substance known as 
iodized oil may be injected into the 
spinal canal to make the protruded 
disk more visible in the X-ray plate. 
Another Cause 
Another common cause of sciat­ 
ica is arthritis of the lower part 
of the spine, that is, inflammation 
of the joints in thic area. Dr. Bank- 
art thinks that this is the most 
common cause of sciatica, particu­ 
larly of the type which so frequent­ 
ly afflicts middle-aged and elderly 
persons. 
In this condition, also, X-ray ex­ 
amination of the spine is helpful in 
making a diagnosis. In treating sci­ 
atica due to arthritis, rest in bed, 
perhaps ths wearing of a east to 
lesson movement of the joints, heat, 
massage and exercise all are of 
benefit. 
Actual inflammation of the scia­ 
tica nerve may occur in occasional 
instances due to infection and other 
causes, and of course this will lead 
to the pain of sciatica. As a general 
rule, this it a mild condition and

United States postage stamps. On 
March 3. 1847, Congress author­ 
ized 
Postmaster-General Charles

postage 
stamps for the prepayment of 
postage on mail matter. 
This Innovation proved to be the 
most important single improve­ 
ment in the history of the postal 
service in America. 
The sale of 
these stamps to the public pro­ 
vided an accurate and automatic 
check on the postage revenues aa 
compared with the less uniform 
and more uncertain methods that 
had prevailed in the past. 
The engraving concern of Raw- 
don. Wright, Hatch and Edson re­ 
ceived the contract to print the 
first 
two 
stamps 
which 
were 
placed on sale at New York City 
on July I, 1847. 
The 5-cent stamp, printed in 
light brown, bore a portrait of 
Benjamin Franklin from a draw­ 
ing by James B. Longacre; and 
the 10-cent denomination, printed 
in black, featured Stuart s portrait 
of Washington. 
The 5-cent value prepaid the

than 300 miles, while the 10-cent 
stamp was the required fee for 
letters addressed beyond that dis­ 
tance.
